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Grape Varieties

The question grape varieties 
very important one the vineyard- 
ist, the grape very sensitive 
changed conditions. The behavior 
varieties when placed positions 
which they are not suited much 
like the behavior any other plant. 
either makes weak growth and dies 
out after few months, struggles 
against unfavorable conditions, else 
under certain rarer circumstances 
makes excessive growth during 
seasons which are favorable, and dies 
back when unfavorable weather de- 
velops. 

order for variety succeed 
bridizing native species with the Eu- 
ropean grape, has 
shown that the native varieties are 
lacking quality sufficient for sat- 
isfactory table grape. Neither will 
the European grape succeed 
lacking disease resistance. hy- 
brids cannot found that succeed 
region, then the commercial produc- 
tion table grapes should not at- 
tempted, until such hybrids have been 
produced. Fortunately have hy- 
brid varieties which are more less 
suited the needs some the con- 
ditions that meet this state. 
But, unfortunately not thereby 
appreciate the fact that variety 
that may perfectly suit the needs 
grower one section may 
complete failure vineyard few 
miles away. 

The main factors which affect the 
behavior variety are soil, water 
table, topograpliy, latitude, and alti- 
tude, resistance disease and insect 
attacks, method pruning, cover- 
cropping, fertilization and cultivation.

For commercial grape 
culture Florida the following are 
being grown successfully: Carman,

these plans and suggestions, 
have thus far given particular heed 
any one them. 

While the situation has not, 
this writing, advanced sufficiently far 
extremely critical South Flor- 
ida, fraught with very serious 
best and clearest thought, without 
doubt. Not the history the 
rus industry Florida have had 
any greater need for clear and logi- 
cal thinking and cold blooded analysis 
than now. Above all things should 
avoid economic quackery, and quack 
remedies. Such things will get 
nowhere. have had more than 
enough quack remedies connec- 
tion with legislation various sorts 
the last few years. anything 
seems wrong there are always 
some who apparently feel all 
necessary pass some law 
and forthwith the wrong will right- 
ed. Unfortunately, almost all these 
attempts straighten out bad situa- 
tions passing some law form- 
ing this, that the other association 
have failed productive the 
desired results. Not only that but 
frequent cases there have been some 
rather serious complications, for 
instance connection with railroad 
legislation. 

There doubt that Florida 
need work out some logical and 
effective solution for some our mar- 
keting problems which arise con- 
nection with our citrus crops; but 
should apparent any thinking 
man that reality have number 
problems this connection and not 
single one. Therefore would seem 
logical and correct that proceed 
fast possible work out these in- 
dividual problems one one and thus 
establish our business upon proper 
basis rather than try turn the 
back the book and find answer 
which will serve for all them. 

accepted truth that crowd- 
thinking generally unsafe; and 
must realize that all the mass meet- 
ings and all the enthusiasms which 
skillful speakers may arouse such 
times among hearers 
crowd-sentiment are not going 
very far working out real practical 
solutions some our difficulties. 

After all, our problems are not 
tremendous that should not 
able among the thinking men our 
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peninsula find those who are capa- 
ble analyzing them accurately, and 
leaders who are capable putting 
thought out solutions. 

For one thing, would seem that 
the final formation the Growers 
and Shippers League Florida indi- 
cates have at- least made start 
toward working out one our prob- 
lems. Those who have studied the 
situation are unanimous believing 
must have readjustment our 
basic line-haul freight rates or- 
der provide wider market distri- 
bution for both our citrus fruits and 
vegetables. Our production has in- 
creased point where they now 
tell must find distribution over 
wider territory than that which 
our freight rates now limit us. Our 
rates citrus fruits originally were 
made are told, with the idea 
distributing our entire output along 
the Atlantic seaboard and the ter- 
ritory east the Mississippi River.

when considered that eigh- 
teen miles further from Los Angeles 
St. Louis than from Arcadia 
Denver. should likewise 
privileged lay our fruit down 
northern Pacific Coast points just 
eheaply fruit from the Pacific Slope 
carried Maine. 

has required quite long time 
form the Growers and Shippers 
League Florida, work this 
and other problems somewhat sim- 
liar nature. almost year ago 
now since big majority the ship- 
ping concerns the state signed 
the dotted line favoring such 
organization and indicating willing- 
order, however, satisfy the some- 
what detailed demands certain 
large tonnage, the organizers labored 
patiently for months and the organi- 
zation has last been made possible. 
There doubt Mr. Skinner 
the man ideally qualified head 
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the organization; and seems reason- 
able expect that this league should 
productive beneficial results 
which will many times justify the ex- 
pense which will incurred. 
credit should given Mr. 
Chase Chase and Company, for his 
untiring efforts toward the formation 
this league, and Frank Skelly 
and others who have heartily aided 
its formation. Traffic and trans- 
portation problems play important 
part among those must consider 
putting our industry where belongs; 
and would seem are now 
fair way toward getting down busi- 
ness far they are concerned. 

The problem growing better fruit 
foremost one, and one which will 
increasing great importance 
the next few years. have been 
accustomed ship from Florida much 
fruit character which some 
other sections they have for long 
time, years plentiful crops, been 
compelled either leave upon the 
trees dispose local markets. 
With production increasing has 
the tendency discriminate against 
such fruit the markets perhaps 
only natural. Therefore, there the 
problem growing good fruit instead 
this inferior fruit which will not 
bring adequate return the in- 
vestment. apparent that addi- 
tion producing fruit excellent 
eating quality must produce fruit 
the appearance which equal 
its inside gocdness obtain 
the reception the markets which 
deserves. The appearance fruit 
has tremendous bearing upon its 
purchase consumers, most whom 
are uneducated the true quality 
the fruits they buy, and are influ- 
enced their judgment appear- 
ances 

Still must remain some very dis- 
tinct problems relating better mar- 
keting and distribution, even 
dispose the foregoing successfully. 
with, have got culti- 
vate better feeling between the va- 
rious large and small organizations 
upon which devolves the responsibil- 
ity for disposing the Florida citrus 
crop. There must more get- 
together spirit and less the 
back. There must more fair 
and open dealing among these con- 
cerns themselves and between the 
concerns and the growers large. 
There must less jealousy and 
distrust and more the spirit give- 
and-take. Our situation requires just 
the sort patriotism that country 
needs win war. have got 
learn there necessity for our 
sticking together and then have 


got stiek. 

The joint committee sales man- 
agers and heads the big majority 
the selling organizations, which 
began working together the first 
December and hag now had several 
meetings, this writing seems 
producing results. most sincerely 
hoped that these results con- 
tinue more and more apparent. 
caretully figuring out the size 
the crop and calculating the volume 
shipments which should take care 
the normal demand and move the 
crop without overloading the markets 
seriously any one time, this com- 
mittee performing important 
service. The men who have devoted 
themselves this work unselfishly 
are certainly capable men and are 
thoroughly qualified for their tasks. 
ecurse, they are limited what 
they can do. They have power 
say any the shippers that they 
must limit their shipments. They are 
able only figure out what they be- 
lieve the markets will absorb during 
specific periods. then definitely 
each organization, large 
small, its part keeping its 
shipments within reasonable bounds, 
and still keep the fruit moving for- 
ward constantly order get the 
crop the markets and the same 
time avoid undersupply. Each or- 
ganization, big little, knows very 
definitely what percentage the crop 
controls. the committee recom- 
mends that during given two weeks 
not exceed two twenty-five 
oranges per day will ade- 
quately supply all the markets the 
country, easy enough regulate 
shipments accordingly, there the 
will so. 

This would seem long step 
forward. The same method equal- 
izing shipments through the shipping 
season force California; and 
basis undoubtedly much further 
good can accomplished co- 
ordinating and timing Florida and 
California shipments avoid the 
more serious conflicts between the 
fruit from the two different territo- 
ries such are bound ruinous 
both. 

After all, much depends upon the 
growers their willingness work 
individually toward the proper work- 
ing out this scheme. would 
seem that some our recent experi- 
ences have been sufficiently severe 
that all growers and now 
should convinced the necessity 
properly distributing our shipments 
over the season. There nothing 
the world justify action such 
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produced the shipment some 
single days much five hundred 
cars oranges, happened early 
December: manifest coolness 
and judgment the recommendations 
this committee can invaluable 
the industry. not, and 
there individuals, concerns, who 
refuse governed the common 
necessity and who feel they must 
only expected that there will 
precipitated another very serious 
slump. That slump will probably 
even more severe than the earlier one 
and will probably continue suffi- 
ciently long convert each and all 
the absolute necessity which exists 
for working together for the common 
good. 

Unfortunately, there seems have 
been confusion the minds many 
growers concerning this work and that 
the Growers and Shippers League 
Florida. The latter full fledged 
organization which intended solely 
work traffic and transportation 
matters, but the charter and the name 
have purposely been made rather am- 
biguous order that some great 
necessity arises, such once arose 
over the outbreak citrus canker, 
the organization may used rep- 
resent the united growers and ship- 
pers the state such emer- 
gency. The committee sales man- 
agers and shipping heads simply 
informal and unorganized body 
which gets together for the purpose 
working out the distribution the 
crop order avoid deluge 
shipments any particular time and 
dearth shipments other times. 

further proposed now under 
the guidance the Bureau Mar- 
kets the Department Agri- 
culture disseminate among the va- 
rious large and small shipping organ- 
izations more accurate information 
regarding the distribution ship- 
ments various towns and territo- 
ries than has heretofore been done. 
This should undoubtedly result 
avoiding local gluts given markets 
through better information the 
fruit hand and destined those 
markets, provided all have done their 
part distributing shipments through 
the shipping season accordance 
with the working committee’s recom- 
mendations. 

Naturally, the present situation has 
brought out number recommenda- 
tions concerning advertising. has 
been proposed that joint fund 
raised and that all concerns unite 
joint advertising campaign 
advertise Florida grown oranges and 
grapefruit. Some who have given this 
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subject keen study over period 
years are doubtful this the proper 
method pursue. They point out 
that additional advertising funds from 
additional surces undoubtedly would 
added benefit and would help 
increasing consumption and spread- 
ing distribution. those who 
ought know say that greater results 
may expected from competitive 
advertising the various concerns 
thar. could gotten from united 
effort. claimed the experiences 
many large concerns various 
lines business bear this out, for 
instance the automobile industry 
where the competitive advertising 
the various makes automobiles un- 
doubtedly has resulted stimulating 
tremendously the demand for cars. 
Thus suggested that what might 
most helpful would simply for 
additional shipping concerns join 
the ranks the advertisers, but each 
advertising its own part its own 
fruit, and spending its money those 
zones where its fruit distributed. 
This each concern can profitably 
setting aside definite sum per 
box spent for advertising pur- 
poses, and placing the expenditure 
that money the hands some qual- 
ified advertising agency which not 
handling the advertising any com- 
petitive citrus fruit. this were 
done and should next season 
have twenty thirty concerns en- 
gaged advertising the fruit they han- 
dle, there would probably notice- 
able results. For one thing, each 
employed 
agency would then have twenty 
organizations advertising experts 
thinking the subject how best 
advertise Florida oranges and 
grapefruit, and undoubtedly would 
obtain some new, and very possibly 
excellent, ideas result. Even 
the amounts spent some 
these concerns advertising their 
fruit would relatively small, their 
addition the funds already being 
expended 
would very helpful the general 
cause. 

The suggestion has come from sev- 
eral quarters that competition be- 
tween marketing agencies hurtful 
and that this could changed 
that far the bulk our 
citrus fruit would market 
through single channel the situa- 
tion would much improved. Before 
this considered would fair 
ask the question whether not any 
marketing agency handling any 
the Florida citrus fruit has had reason 
during November and December 
feel that has functioned per- 


fect organization and thus qualified 
show the way all the others. 
The responsibility which would fall 
upon any one organization which was 
selected for this purpose would sim- 
ply tremendous. The business wel- 
fare the peninsula Florida liter- 
ally would placed its hands for 
safekeeping. would have 
very nearly perfect business organ- 
ization every department, 
become such the results 
would grave shake the 
business fabric the peninsula its 
foundations. Not only are the grow- 
ers directly affected but almost all 
the business the entire peninsula 
inseparably connected with the 
successful marketing our citrus 
crop. Therefore, let that organiza- 
tion which one hundred 
per cent perfect performance come 
forward and present its proofs before 
other functioning organizations are 
requested disband, and are relieved 
their responsibilities for returning 
the growers for their 
crops, without which the growers’ la- 
bors are avail. 

Competition, generally speaking, 
healthful thing business. com- 
petition between Florida shipping con- 
cerns and selling agencies has been 
hurtful, must that because 
been the wrong sort compe- 
tition. competition which built 
upon lack confidence and mutual 
distrust could replaced compe- 
tition accompanied mutual confi- 
dence and the spirit fair play, the 
results might different. fair 
say the time coming when that 
will happen. The necessities the 
situation undoubtedly will bring 
about. want competition and the 
hotter the better, but should 
cheerful competition aiming show 
which concern and which method can 
most successful selling its fruit 
the best advantage and obtaining 
for the growers the best net results 
for their fruit. 

Probably nothing could more un- 
fortunate right this time than for 
all, large majority, the Florida 
citrus crop turned over 
much think the marketing 
agency with which happen con- 
nected, and much would like 
see prosper, could not help but 
regard any movement the sort, even 
turned over that agency nine- 
per cent more the citrus fruit, 
most unfortunate thing for the 
industry. 

Let’s consider what would the 
result all the fruit 
were the hands single selling 
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organization. Our citrus fruit per- 
ishable. cannot stored like coal 
for prices enhance. Within reason- 
able limits, must shipped when 
and the collecton has been made 
the sale, because its perishable na- 
ture. any perishable product, such 
ours, the law supply and demand 
always and-invariably must exercise 
very tremendous influence, and re- 
sults the way price control can 
not obtained putting fruit 
through single channel might oth- 
erwise possible with nonperish- 
able product. Likewise, while 
have built the consumption cit- 
rus fruits high point, are not 
justified regarding them neces- 
sities life. While the people might 
miss them, unfortunately there 
doubt that the population the Unit- 
States could get along very well 
over period years without sin- 
gle orange grapefruit became 
necessary desirable so. This 
thought must always kept mind 
when considering our marketing prob- 
lems. 

Suppose the automobile manufac- 
turers faced lessened demand and 
something overproduction. Would 
anyone for one moment recommend 
that they get together, put all their 
automobiles out through single sel- 
ling channel, attempt 
hoist prices vertically? Try im- 
agine what would the result one 
agent sizable town had the duty 
selling all the automobiles there. 
Could any chance hope build 
his sales volume the point 
that competitive selling among 
ous dealers has done? The thought 
believe that any real advertising 
merchandising expert would endorse 
for moment. 

return our own problem, 
this particular one our own, 
apparent that our competition 
the right nature that the hotter that 


competition the better off will 


the growers who produce Florida or- 
anges and grapefruit. funda- 
one the first things necessary 
stimulate intensive sales load 
the dealer with all the stock can 
successfully carry. This applies both 
wholesalers and retailers. re- 
markable how when dealer begins 
take interest getting rid 
his stock his salesmanship can multi- 
ply his sales, thus passing along down 
the channel far greater quantity 
goods than could have been disposed 
had the dealers’ stock been small 
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and his interest the commodity in- 
different. 

Suppose Columbus, Ohio, there 
was just one man trying sell Flor- 
wholesale trade. Figuring human 
nature, there would probably some 
dealers who would not buy Florida 
oranges grapefruit all because 
they did not like the selling repre- 
sentative the way parted his 
hair. Others would, doubt, buy on- 
for what they considered their 
mediate needs. Such single repre- 
sentative would powerless ap- 
proach anywhere closely the volume 
distribution fruit Columbus, 
Ohio, that now obtained the 
various Florida shippers through the 
several representatives now working 
that place. 

This thought that quick remedy 
for all our troubles can found 
shifting all the responsibility one 
pair shoulders indeed danger- 
ous one, yet just the thing that 
lends itself unthinking crowd-enthu- 
siasm and could very well find con- 
siderable popular support voiced 
strongly. economic theory con- 
plausible but not practical. 

get away far possible from 
hurtful, destructive and unthinking 
competition the sort which figures 
necessary tear down someone 
else’s house order build one 
your own. Once have been able 
that, the more strongly com- 
pete and the hotter the competition 


for sales the better off shall be. 


These are few the problems 
which must need very careful atten- 
tion,. cool thinking, critical analysis 
and our best team work solve. The 
time has come when necessary 
quit playing politics with the Flor- 
ida citrus crop, and get right down 
brass tacks the genuine prob- 
lems marketing. this will 
require our best and most unselfish 
efforts. cannot accomplish much 
blowing horns, nor are likely 
drive out the devils with public 
speaking. will take real hard 
thinking solve these problems and 
plenty elbow grease put con- 
structive measures into effect after 
they have been devised. 
ginning, have got learn work 
together way have never done 
before. have got put aside 
number our personal prejudices, 
and learn work side side with 
persons whom even may person- 
ally dislike, meet the emergency. 
about the whole job constructively, 
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there reason why cannot 
succeed. 

have built here Florida the most 
wonderful citrus industry the world 
has ever known and will founded 
able that shall fail. There may 
some who cannot see their way 
clear work together with others 
accomplish what needs done, 
who are temperamentally incapable 
such teamwork. seems safe as- 
sume that there are any such, their 
very incapacity for teamwork, in- 
ability grasp the necessity for fair 
dealing with others engaged the 
same effort, must sooner later au- 
tomatically remove them from the 
field; and the work will then done 
others who can approach these 
problems squarely and without bias 
prejudice.

THE CITRUS INDUSTRY 


Satsumaland 


William Wilson, President Satsumaland Fruit Growers 


There section Florida which 
for many years has been practically 
unknown but which coming for- 
ward now rate probably more 
rapid than any other section the 
state. This section has been named 
its citizens, SATSUMALAND, 
account the fact that the Satsuma 
orange seems better here than 
any place else. Satsumaland com- 
prises that section Florida lying 
between the Apalachicola and Choc- 
tawhatchee Rivers, including the en- 
tire counties Washington, Bay, Cal- 
houn, Jackson and portions Holmes 
and Franklin. spite the fact 
that parts this section are among 
the districts the 
state and that Jackson county has 
for years led agriculture, the coun- 
ties Satsumaland have lagged be- 
hind the rest the state general 
development. There good rea- 
son for this. The whole West 
Florida was covered originally with 
heavy growth splendid pine tim- 
ber which brought about the owner- 
ship land large tracts those 
interested the turpentine and lum- 
ber businesses. Until the trees were 
gone, the people engaged these bus- 
inesses were not able develop the 
land. With the disappearance now 
the forest trees, these same people 
are planting orange trees. might 
almost said tree for tree, and un- 
less present signs fail, Satsumaland 
will shortly one the most im- 
portant and wealthiest sections 
our already wonderful state.

maturity but most remarkable 
that the present time there has 
not been, anywhere Satsumaland, 
commercial grove failure. 
tory all about the same. They pro- 
duce crop the fourth year, which 
about pays for the care that year, and 
the fifth sixth year the grove own- 
invariably has gotten back all the 
money invested until that time. 
From then the returns gradually 
increase limit that not 
yet know. There are trees which 
have been bearing fruit for over thir- 
years this section, and investiga- 
tion has disclosed that there are trees 
Japan over 200 years old, still 
growing. When these trees were lo- 
cated was decided further! 

Satsumaland, there are two dis- 
tinct sections that are being develop- 
ed, and they are developing along dif- 
ferent lines.

Broad clayed roads 
have been built throughout and the 
company already equipped with 
splendid warehouse and packing house 
site the railroad, which runs 
through the property. Compass 
Lake, two miles south Round Lake, 
Dr. McKinnon Troy, Alabama 
and Ford, Dothan, Alabama, 
are developing considerable acreage 
similar land.

From the Autobiography Thomas Douglas, First Chief Justice the 


(Hon. Frank Stirling, general in- 
spector for the State Plant Board, 
calls the attention The Citrus In- 
dustry the research work being 
done Mr. Yonge, Pensaco- 
la, who enthusiast early Flor- 
ida history. 


Among the interesting papers got- 
ten together Mr. Yonge the auto- 
biography Thomas Douglas, who 
was the first chief justice the Su- 
preme Court Florida. this auto- 
biography, Judge Douglas discloses 
some interesting facts connection 
with the early development the cit- 
rus industry the state which will 
great interest and value the 
present-day citrus grower Florida, 
well revelation many peo- 
ple outside the 


“When arrived St. Augustine 
(in 1826) was one continued orange 
grove from the gates the north end 
the city the barracks the south 
end, and from the harbor back nearly 
the St. Sebastian River. The trees 
were said the largest the 
world, and produced the finest fruit; 
the lime, lemon, citron and guava 
were also cultivated with great suc- 
cess. 


“Very little attention had been paid 
the native population the culti- 
vation the orange and other fruits; 
but soon after settled St. Augus- 
tine began attract the attention 
strangers, and some the more 
suitable for groves was sought for and 
rising value. 

“In the year 1834 purchased 
small farm Macariz, 1500 Spanish 
yards from the north line the city, 
and nursery 1500 very fine young 
orange trees. But the nights 
the 7th and 8th following 
month February this was 1835 
.C. Y.) there came 
“killing destroyed ev- 
ery orange, lime and lemon 
Florida, circumstance which could 
not have been foreseen, such 
thing had never occurred, although 
the orange had been raised east 
Florida for several hundred years, 
and there were trees St. Augustine 
more than one hundred years old. 
This was severe blow east Flor-

the orange culture being one 
its principal resources, and one 
which, with the poorer classes, could 
not easily supplied. But young 
trees sprang from the old roots, 
grew vigorously, and the groves were 
rapidly recovering from the effects 
frost, when, 1835, insect made 
its appearance upon the grove Mr. 
Robinson, Mandarin, which threat- 
ened destroy it. 


“They soon after made their appear- 
ance the grove General Peter 
Smith, St. Augustine. Mr. Robert- 
son, the year 1834, procured from 
China box lime trees. These 
placed for while greenhouse 
New York, and late that year sent 
them out Mr. Calvin Reed Man- 
darin the St. Johns River. General 
Smith purchased some these trees, 
and had them set out his lot 
St. Augustine, and from the fact that 
these insects first made their appear- 
ance the groves these gentle- 
men, has been supposed that they 
were imported it. 


“They are the Coccus, the order 
Hemiplera. Naturalists say there are 
about fifty species them.

They did very neighborly thing, 
the Florida folks, when Lue Gim Gong 
seemed likely lose his home. With 
principal and interest, owed $5,700 
mortgage, which had run along 
quite while, and then fallen into the 
hands people who threaténed 
foreclose. 

Two business men DeLand, near 
where lives—V. Gould and 
Thiot—used their own credit 
prevent this, were appointed trustees 
for Lue Gim Gong, took new mort- 
gage for $6,000, and issued sixty $100 
bonds, which were bought Lue Gim 
Gong’s friends all over 
These bonds pay six per cent interest, 
and run ten years. Lue’s fruit crop, 
marketed through the Florida Citrus 
Exchange, brings enough each year 
take care interest and principal. 

Who Lue Gim Gong? 

Well, begin with, Chinaman 
with vote, because was natural- 
ized this country before our exclu- 
sion laws. Then, boy who threat- 
ened run away from his home 
China when was eleven years old, 
his parents would not let him come 
the United States. They let him 
come, and turned out good Bap- 
tist and real Christian. 

Furthermore, probably the first Chi- 
naman think about republic 
his own country, for, long ago 
the seventies, and four other young 
Chinese the United States met and 
formulated republican plan gov- 
ernment for China. 

And top that, pomologist and 
plant breeder, the “Burbank Flori- 


da,” holding the Wilder medal award- 


the United States Department 
Agriculture for his best known cre- 
ation, the Lue Gim Gong orange. 

Lue Gim memory will un- 
doubtedly kept green for many 
years his orange, which thous- 
ands acres have been planted 
Florida. distinctly new variety 
that produced cross-pollenizing 
Hart’s Late with Mediterranean 
Sweet, and, besides being particu- 
larly fine orange flesh, flavor and 
juice, has two valuable characters 
its own. 

First, resists cold that will kill 
other oranges. Since the “big freeze” 
1896, Florida’s citrus-growing indus- 
try has moved south from DeLand, 
where then centered. Lue went 
through that freeze, but instead 
moving stayed and developed har- 
dier orange, and now experts say that 
other growers had stayed too, and 


developed hardier varieties, that sec- 
tion the state might still great 
fruit-producing region. 

Second, has peculiar way 
sticking the tree after has ri- 
pened, unchanged, keeping itself 
sort natural storage. when 
other varieties oranges have ri- 
pened, and been picked and sent 
market, and the fruit scarce and 
prices are high, the Lue Gim Gong can 
picked fill the gap. They say 
Florida that can marketed over 
greater range months prime 
condition than any other variety. 

When visited Lue Gim 
grove, the Chinese wizard showed 
oranges that had been hanging the 
parent tree four years. course, 
they had grown misshapen and were 
not fit sell, but said oranges 
held the tree two years had been 
shipped and sold. 

Why hasn’t this creation made the 
little old Chinaman 
patenting protecting original 
plant creation. recent years, able 
business men with capital and the 
ability draw tight contracts, and 
also advertise, have built new varie- 
ties fruit, like the Delicious apple 
and Temple orange into properties 
that can least partly controlled 
and made profitable. But Lue more 
scientist and philosopher than bus- 
iness man. His orange was developed 
years ago. The simple contract 
made sell bud wood from the orig- 
inal tree one nurseryman, and 
one else, which religiously lived 
to, did not prevent the wide dis- 
semination his orange without re- 
turn himself. 

Another interesting creation his 
Gim Gong grapefruit, the result 
cross-pollenizing variety 
with the Trifoliata orange. This 
hardy citizen too. Most orange and 
varieties are evergreen, but 
the Trifoliata perennial—that is, 
its leaves fall off the fall and its 
sap descends the roots. Thus 
will stand pretty cold winter weather 
where other varieties freeze. The Gim 
Gong drops its leaves when the fruit 
ripens. The fruit ready for market 
month earlier than other varieties, 
yet can held the tree good 
condition, and has the further pecu- 
liarity not growing clusters, but 
each stem its own—grapefruit 
got its ridiculous name, you know, 
from its habit growing clusters 
like grapes. 


Another product Lue’s wizardry 
perfumed grapefruit, more curious 
than valuable; also salmon-colored 
raspberry, and tomato that often 
throws out branches fifteen feet long 
semi-tropical climate, and bears 
large clusters shapely fruit. Years 
ago, before moving Florida, 
crossed currant with grape pollen, 
producing “cherry-currant,” called 
account its remarkable size, and 
still grown extensively north- 
ern states. 

Lue Gim Gong frail little man, 
elf-like, living almost hermit’s life 
his old grove with his pomological 
creations and experiments. was 
born the province Canton, Chi- 
na, which not unlike Florida its 
climate. His father was farmer, 
raising fruit, and his mother taught 

When was boy, the late six- 
ties, the Chinese were finding won- 
derful new land opportunity 
uncle came back from 
California and told such glowing tales. 
that Lue decided must and see 
this wonderland himself. The trip 
Hong Kong was made canal and 
river, the boy guiding party grown 
men who were going America 
but did not know how get there. 

took two months reach San 
Francisco little schooner. The boy 
had brought some silks sell, and 
began working his way east until 
reached North Adams, Massachusetts. 
There was practically adopted 
Miss Fanny Amelia Burlingame, cous- 
na, and, besides getting excellent 
education, was naturalized 
came ardent American. But the 
rugged New England climate 
came consumptive, and was ordered 
home China die. 1886 went 
back, but grew homesick for the 
United States and his American 
friends that quickly returned. 

Lue Gim Gong practical Chris- 
tian, member the First Baptist 
Church North Adams, Massachu- 
setts.

With constantly increasing produc- 
question wider distribution has be- 
come increasingly important each sea- 
son during the past five years.

The 
best thought Florida and elsewhere 
has been focused upon selling Florida 
citrus fruits territories where pre- 
viously they have not been sold, and 
increasing the consumption sec- 
tions where already there heavy 
consumption them. Even more at- 
tention will devoted this the 
near future all probability. 

few cities along the eastern sea- 
board originally furnished the mar- 
ket for Florida oranges. Later this 
expanded inland and for many 
years constituted the chief market 
for Florida green oranges. The same 
territory likewise absorbed the earlier 
small production Florida grapefruit. 
production has increased, how- 
ever, been necessary work 
constantly westward distribution 
order avoid overloading these 
original markets. the case 
oranges, the western limits this 
distribution largely have been gov- 
erned the freight rates paid. 
The competition between Florida 
grown oranges and those grown upon 
the Pacific slope becomes increasingly 
California has the advantage 
blanket rate, paying the same 
eastern points and all intermediate 
places that paid shipments 
points the Missouri River.

During the months October and 
November this shipping season the 
attention the Extension Citrus Path- 
ologist was directed methods em- 
ployed picking and handling citrus 
fruits from the tree the packing 
house. Seventy three inspections 
were made the quality picking 
and methods handling the fruit 
twelve representative groves distrib- 
uted over five counties. the pick- 
ing inspections made, attention was 
given such defects long stems, 
clipper cuts, pulled and bruised fruit. 
surprising any up-to-date fruit 
grower know that 10.69 per cent 
all fruit inspected was found 
bear one more the above defects. 
the case certain pickers, long 
stems ran high 33.1 per cent, 
while other cases cuts ran 
high 11.2 per cent. one grove 
where there was supervision 
picking, the total long stems and 
clipper cuts ran high 48.9 per 
cent. 

The percentage defects referred 
above direct proportion the 
percentage cull fruit either the 
packing house the place 
sumption. large percentage the 
clipper-cut fruit, bruised and pulled 
fruit, observed and culled out 
the grader the grading belt, while 
the long stems the grader and 
puncture few more fruit the pro- 
cess sizing and packing. These 
defects should, therefore, consider- 
more seriously than those that are 
caught the grader, they con- 
tinue their work destruction 
the consumer. 

number tests have been made 
determine the extent the injury 
done long stem. has been 
found that the number stem punc- 
tures from long stem ranges from 
one-half three, depending upon the 
variety and condition the fruit, 
stage maturity and methods 
handling same. very conserva- 
tive place the average one stem- 
puncture, cull fruit, each long 
stem. considered long 
when can eaught and reclipped 
with the clipper held the proper 
position the fruit. 
Many long stems were found 
clipped angle, leaving them 
sharp, which more readily punctures 
the fruit with which they come 
contact. This due holding the 
clipper the hand improperly. Many 
pickers clip with the concave side 


the Wiss clipper turned the fruit. 
This always results high per- 
centage clipper cuts and many 
sharp stems, and should per- 
mitted. 

seems needless repeat that 
has been demonstrated time and again 
that orange which the rind has 
been broken the oil cells ruptured 
juries, such clipper cuts, stem 
punctures and bruises, break the rind 
rupture the oil cells, making open- 
ings for blue mold fungus, and result 
decay. 

The mechanical injuries, and conse- 
quently the percentage culls, ran 
highest during the early part the 
shipping season while much the 
fruit was being artificially colored. 
Especially was this true with: refer- 
ence fruit that was picked soon 
after the general rains October 
and The rains seemed make 


fruit more turgid and more easily 


injured. one case, where oranges 
were picked Oct. 9th, under poor 
picking supervision, and artificially 
colored, the fruit came the grad- 
ing belt with per cent showing 
green brownish-green spots, and 
16.9 per cent going into the cull-heap 
because such spots. this case 
99.8 per cent the culls, the cull- 
heap, were classed because these 
green brownish-green spots. 
commercial packed box this lot 
fruit developed 16.8 per cent blue 
mold decay within seven days from 
the day was packed. Here was 
total loss 33.7 per cent the fruit 
within ten days from the day was 
taken from the tree. But this not 
all the story—fruit arriving weak 
market, showing 16.8 per cent decay, 
usually sells for less than packing and 
carrying charges. 

inspection the fruit going 
through five different packing houses 
during the second week October 
showed that the oranges that were 
artificially colored ran from 
per cent green brownish-green 
spotted varying degrees, and that 
from per cent this fruit was 
going the cull-heaps because 
this spotting. 

The green brownish-green spot- 
ting referred appears artificially 
colored fruit and due injuries 
handling before coloring. 
Oil liberated from the oil cells the 
rind the fruit any cause pro- 
duces this spotting. The liberuted 


oil spreads over the surface the 
fruit and injures that when the 
fruit put through the coloring pro- 
cess the injured spots either remain 
Fruits affected are great danger 
decay. 

Old field boxes are 
paired common laborers with 
skill driving nails and with less 
thought the damage protruding 
nails the fruit. one large 
packing hcuse it, was found that 
per cent the field boxes repaired 
contained from one four protruding 
nails each. happened that these 
boxes were being refilled twice day.

Popcorn Balls 

Mix cup molasses, cup light 
brown white sugar and tablespoon 
vinegar. Boil until will harden 
water. Pour well-popped corn. 
Stir until well mixed and then mold 
into balls with the hand. 

Candied Oranges 

Florida candied orange great 
delicacy, which easily made. Peel 
and quarter the oranges. Make 
syrup the proportion pound 
sugar pint water. Let boil 
until will harden water. Take 
from fire and dip the quarters or- 
anges into the syrup. Then let them 
drain fine sieve placed over 
platter, the syrup will not wast- 
ed. When these have cooled the su- 
gar will crystallize. Candied oranges 
served with the last course 
dinner. 

Orange Drops 
Grate the rind one Florida orange 
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and squeeze the juice; remove the 
seed; add pinch tartaric acid;

Lemon Drops 

Upon cup finely powdered sugar 
pour just enough lemon juice dis- 
solve it, and boil the consistency 
thick syrup, that appears brit- 
tle when dropped cold water. Drop 
this buttered plates drops; set 
away cool and harden. 

Nut Molasses Candy 

When making molasses candy, add 
roasted Florida peanuts, pecans, wal- 
nuts any other nuts which you 
have. Put them after the syrup 
thickened and ready take 
from the fire. Pour the cooked, hot 
candy buttered tins. Mark off 
squares before gets too cool. 

Sugar Nut Candy 

Mix pounds white sugar, cup 
water, cup vinegar, one-fourth 
pound butter. Bring boil. 
When begins thicken, add one 
pound Florida hickory nut, walnut 
pecan kernels. Test dropping 
little bit the syrup into cold water; 
remove from the fire the moment the 
little particles are brittle. Pour into 
buttered plates. 

Cocoanut Candy 

One Florida cocoanut and cups 
granulated sugar will make delicious 
candy.

nut, beat slowly until the sugar 
melted, then boil five minutes. Add 
cocoanut (finely grated), boil ten min- 
utes ‘longer, stirring constantly 
keep from burning.

Florida Pop-Corn Candy 

Put into large sauce pan (better 
iron kettle) tablespoon but- 
ter, tablespoons water and cup 
white sugar. Boil until ready 
candy, then add quarts nicely 
popped corn, Stir vigorously until 
the sugar evenly distributed over 
the corn; take the kettle from the 
fire and stir until cools little, and 
this way you may have each kernel 
separate and all coated with sugar.

Chop fine cup boiled ham and 
mix with hard-boiled eggs (also 
chopped fine), cup bread crumbs, 
cup cream sauce, one-fourth tea- 
spoon dry mustard, shake pep- 
per and pinch salt. Put into dish 
and bake light brown. 

Chicken a-la-King 

Take what from baked 
chicken, cut into small pieces and 
cook for minutes the following 
sauce: tablespoons butter, 
tablespoon flour, well-chopped on- 
pimento.

become available showing the extent 
our export trade agricultural 
products with the industrial 
thought that these figures may 
general interest. 

Approximately one-half our 
exports domestic merchandise 
sists what ordinarily designated 
agricultural products. used here 
this term includes manufactured pro 
ducts and such primary manufac- 
tures meal, flour, and meat pro- 
ducts, but does not include textiles, 
manufactured tobacco, leather oth- 
highly manufactured commodities 
which are derived from agricultural 
products. Likewise, does not in- 
clude forest products. Figures which 
have been compiled for many years 
the Department Agriculture 
show that our exports unmanufac- 
tured and primary manufactured ag- 
ricultural products form from 
per cent all exports. The aver- 
age for the five pre-war years, 1910 
1914, per cent. maximum 
for recent years was reached 1915 
when agricultural products formed 
per cent our total exports and 
minimum occurred 1917 when such 
products formed more than per 
cent our total exports. recent 
years, the percentage has stood be- 
tween and per cent. 

even the casual observer, 
apparent that our agricultural exports 
are not evenly distributed different 
countries. Figures which have re- 
cently been compiled the Depart- 
ment Commerce show that during 
the pre war years, per cent our 
total exports agricultural products 
went per cent went 
North America, per cent Asia, 
per cent each South America and 
Oceania, and less than one-half per 
cent Africa. clear, therefore, 
that Europe our predominant mar- 
ket for unmanufactured and primary 
manufactured agricultural products. 
The detailed figures for 1922 have 
not yet been compiled, but fair- 
clear that the percentage recent 
years will not changed materially 
from that shown the pre-war fig- 
ures. 

further interest note that 
while pre-war years Europe took 


per cent our agricultural exports, 
she received only per cent our

mineral and forest products and all 
manufactured articles.
